Doctor Claims 
Patient’s Means 
Justifies Bill 


FRANKFURT, Jan. 30 (Reu- 
ters)—A doctor who claimed 
that he gave a man more than 
3,000 injections in 17 months 
and presented him with a bill 
for 173,000 deutsche marks 
(about $72,000) has justified 
his high charges in court by 
saying the patient was rich. 

Dr. Ernst Kaemmerer, 51, 
went on trial Friday charged 
with fraud, attempted fraud 
and causing bodily harm. The 
prosecutor said that the 
patient, Raul Rudolf, 47, who 
had received spinal injuries in 
a car accident, had suffered 
lasting damage to his health 
from the treatment. 

Dr. Kaemmerer, former 
head, of the ‘Neurosurgical 
Department of the university 
clinic here, pieaded not guilty. 
He did not dispute that his 
bill was five to six times 
higher than normal but claim- 
ed that the patient had said 
he owned valuable property 
in Switzerland and that it 


believed almost certainly respon- 
sible. This belief was reinforced 
by a telephone call to a Sunday 
newspaper in Manchester by a 
man claiming the bombs were the 
work of the IRA's Provisional

True to its promise, the Carter administra- 
fion is starting out like a house afire on. 
human rights abroad. On Wednesday the 
State Department scored Czechoslovakia, 
.80nd on Thursday Russia, for the latest 
actions of each against peaceabe and legal 
dissent. It has got to be deeply satisfying 
to many Americans to see thelr govern- 
Ment thus openly projecting some of its 
fundamental values into {ts foreign policy. 
Everyone understands, too, that the seeming 
indifference of the last administration to 
Such values contributed to the decline of 
confidence In its forelgn policy and, even- 
tually, to its loss at the polls. 

But more ts involved than the satisfac- 
tion of Americans’ moral impulses. In the 
immediate Soviet-bloc context, the quality 
of people’s lives is at stake, Will the ex- 
pression of American concern lead the 
Czech and Soviet regimes to relax or tighten 
their grip on dissenters? Wili such expres- 
sions make Moscow, in particular, more or 
legs willing to deal with the United States 
on, say, arms controi? After all, the most 
conspicuous example of human rights pres- 
sure In recent years, the tying of trade to 
Soviet emigration policy, hurt emigration 
and trade alike. The political chemistry 
of closed societies is remote from that 
familiar to Westerners. : : 

Further. the Third Word countries for 
whose poverty Mr Carter has shown special 
sympathy are commonly ruled by govern- 
ments with little respect for human fights— 
at least, for political rights. Efforts to use 
the denial of economic aid (or arms) to 
press reciplents toward more humane prac- 
tiees may backfire against the intended 


beneficlaries, or produce a political reac- 
tion ungeceptable to the United States, or 
fead to depriving needy people of ald (or 
security) on account of governmental prac- 
tices over which they have no control. 

President Carter was only reflecting the 
difficulties inherent in translating concern 
into results, if seems to us, in his inaiigural 
address He asserted the importance of the 
human rights issue put at the same time 
ΒΘ generalized that “even our great nation 
has its recognized Mmits” and observed that 
the “best way" toadvance freedom elsewhere 
is to show ourselves worthy of emuiation.- 

Of the various guides his administration 
will have through this minefield, few 
come better equipped than Marshall Shul- 
man of Columbia University, 2 Soviet 
expert who will be advising the secretary of 
state. Professor Shulman recently wrote an 
article for Foreign Affairs entitled “On 
Learning to Live with Authoritarian 
Regimes,” Ita theme is the need to give 
priority, especially in Soviet-American rela- 
tions, to the regulation of military and 
poutical competion: “There will be no opnor- 
tunity te work for the strengthening of 
democratic values if this effort is not suc- 
cessful.” "Meanwhile, the United States 
shonld eonsider a broad range of means— 
including example, dialogue, indirection, 
time and evolution—to strengthen the 
prospects around the world for wider ac- 
ceptance and adoption of American values 
with respect to human rights, This requires 
taking a larger and longer view than some 
Americans, eager for quick results, would 
prefer. We doubt, however, that there is 
a surer way. 


..And for Nuclear Restraint 


Hardly a day or an hour seems to pass 
any More without some momentous U.S. 
announcement concerning defense policy 
—NATO, underground nuclear testing, the 
SALT talks, the Pentagon budget, the spread 
of nuclear weapons, the draft, What does 
i 511 mean? Our provisional answer is: not 
nearly as much as you might think—at least 
net yet. These are the sounds of 4 new 
administration settling into office. 

Sti, the sounds can have consequences, 
especially if they issue from the President 
himself. Τῇ we know anything, tt is that 
Mr. Carter ts determined to arrest the spread 
ot nuclear weapons to countries that don't 
have them and to reach arms control and 
reduction agreements with countries that 
do. He seems more preoccupied with these 
questions than any of his recent predeces- 
sors was, and that is good. His statements 
on the subject, however, have retained a 
certain campaign-ish quality that has left 
him open to challenge. How do you nego- 
tiate a complete ban on underground nuclear 
testing with the Russians so long as the 


Russians insist on pursuing so-called _ 


“peaceful” nuciear explosions underground, 
treaty or no? What does the new President 
mean when he says that he won't let the 
U.6.-Soviet conflict over thelr Backfire 
bomber and our Cruise missiles ‘stand in 
the way of some [SALT II] agreement”? 
Strictly in terms of the bargaining to come, 
has he already unilaterally given away too 
Tuch with that statement? 


Since we are in favor of very nearly 


every arms control and antiproliferation 
measure Jimmy Carter has espoused, we 
sympathize not only with his goals but also 
with his new dilemma. As the comedian 
Chevy Chase might sum up that dilemma: 
He is President and we are not—meaning 
that he now has the onerous and unac~ 
eustomed duty (of which the rest of us are 
blissfully free) of reconciling those some-~ 


times con“licting goals with each other, and 
he must also try to bring them about in 
the face of foreign and domestic oppesition, 
which is nothing you need to take much 
account of in a campakm pledge. .

The Tensions in Spain 


Sometimes there is nothing more to ‘do 
than to wring hands, the same hands that 
were so recently applauding Spain‘’s rapid 
March from autacracy toward parliamentary 
government. King Juan Carlos and Prime 
Minister Adolfo Suarez deserve sympathy 
and encouragement as they seek to contain 
the violence of left and right extremists, the 
direct descendants of those who destroyed 
the Spanish Republic 40 years ago. There 
are mot many other democracies aborning. 

Spain's new leaders have come far to open 
up thelr nation’s political life, eliciting the 
cooperation of most of the army high com- 
mand and even most of the left~wing oppo- 
sition, Including Communists, Their aim has 
been to develop the parliamentary forms 
that Franco strangled and to qualify for full 
participation in the international instita- 
tions of democratic Europe. To turn a polit- 
1081 system on its head without revolution 
and repression is a delicate matter, Even 
small minorities can sabotage the process. 

"That seems to be the present threat. A 
leading Francoist general has been kid- 
mapped, and a smali mysterious eroup 
claims credit, as it did for an earlier abduc- 


tion. .Two Jeftists are killed in street 
demonstrations and five more in an attack 
on a Communist labor office. Three police- 
men ate killed in further strife The extreme 
right blames the left, most others suspect 
the extreme right, and the center must con- 
template repression to hold. 

Public demonstrations have now been 
banned and foreign extremists are to be 
expelled, presumably because 15 of 24 agita- 
tors arrested in one sweep turned out to be 
foreigners. mostiy Latin Americans, resident 
in Spain. More forceful action wil probably 
be necessary if the nation 15 to get to truly 
free elections this spring and deal calmly 
with the still pending decision on allowing 
Communists to participate. 

The leaders of Spain's major groupings 
demonstrated again last week their desire to 
protect the schedule of reform. But if the 
government cannot assure public safety it 
will undermine the conciliatory forces both 
in the military and in the leftist labor 
organizations. Spain has lost before to ex- 
tremists and the consequences were felt far 
beyond her frontiers.
